I think it ft 
great piece of good fortune for anyone to bo 
borne in America, the greatest good luck in 
tho world; but how we dare to be ignorant 
of so many things is to mo unaccountable. 
Just see how simple the whole matter of ac- 
quiring information is. Given brains ("and 
we always claim' the privilege of knocking n 
man down if he disputes with ua tho fact of 
tliia possession), aud all we can require, and 
must acquire, aud these three—attention, 
perseverance, nnd memory. I plead with 
jou, then, for accuracy. B« suro of every- 
thing you know. A half-baked scholar is 
merely nn underdone goose. 
He is simply a 


quack in every sonce. Don't go about iu 
this world of ours, that sorely needs com- 
pleteness in character,' like so many locks 
without keys or keys with missing locks.—

says the St. Louis Kcpublicau, "is n great 
bugbear to all persons, like Speaker Blame, 
who have the voting of tlw public money to 
various purposes; they want full treasuries 
and processes of collection which will take 
tho people's money from thorn without their 
knowing how or when it is taken. Direct 
taxation is fult; it is a harsh process, and 
because it is harsh, tho people will not 
cheerfully submit to any more of it than 
barely enough for tho suppopt of tho gov- 
ernment." But it adds: "Admitting that 
a tariff is a less offensive method of collect- 
ing revenue than direct taxation, there is to 
be 
considered 
this 
important 
fact— 


than when a taxpayer pays one dollar 
tariff duty to tho 
government on cer- 


tain 
articles, he says a dollar 
and 


a half or two dollars to some favored 
home manufacturer of these articles. If 
tho people were called on to do this in a 
system af direct taxation they would not 
submit to it; they submit to it in tho tariff 
because they pay tho eitra tribute without 
knowing it—and this is really tho explana- 
tion of Speaker Blaiuo's •' partiality for tho 
tariff method of raising revenue. It en- 
ables tho gcvcmiMont to extort from the 
taxpayer 
$'2 tribute money for a homo 


manufacturer on every $15 worth of pur- 
chases without tho taxpnpor knowing how 
it ic done. Tho Maine democrats deserve 
credit for speaking out so boldly IE fnvor 
of free trade in a state hitherto and perhaps 
still controlled by 
protectionists. They 


will*not carry tho state on such a' platform; 
indeed,th0y do not expect to; but Jthe sound 
doctrine they avow will be accepted by 
tfaino somo day or other."

A MOSLEM MAKE-UP. 


A writer on Syrian life describes a Moslem 


bride as follows: "Though tho girl had been 
married several days she had never been 
soon by hor husband. Ho only had gone to 
tho mosque whon tho coromony was per- 
formed, she taking no part in it. 
After the 


ceremony, tho brido usually stays at her 
father's housa nine days, during which time 
sho sits in state, decked in her finest dress 
and jewels, receiving calls from her friends. 
Then her joy is at an end. Sho must go to 
her husband, take off her fine clothe^ nnd 
become a perfect slave,'subject to the will of 
hor cruel master. Tho parents of this bride 
were very poor. Hor mother was dressed in 
little better than rags, and was at tho tau- 
gua washing clolhes. AH the women of the 
bride's company bad their hair plaited full 
of gold coins; these were heirlooms, and 30 
groatly treasured that ft woman would almost 
starve sooner than part with one. The pres- 
ent given by tho family to tho brido was an 
elegant pale-blue brocade silk dress and a 
black silk embroidered with gold. The form- 
er cost $150. 


Tho bridegroom's presents were a sump- 


tuous lilac silk, heavily embroidered with 
gold; earrings of pearls and gold, bracelets 
as wide as a finger. During tbo calls she 
wore1 tho bridegroom's presents. The other 
drosses were hung spread out on tho wall. 
Wo stopped at ft house below, according to 
custom, and seut word wo were coming. 
The bride returned nnswer she would bo 
most happy lo salute UE. After waiting about 
twenty minutes we went up stairs, for she 
lived on the second fioor. Sho had not quite 
finished her toilot, and sat on tho floor be- 
fore a largo nniTor,suvrounded by her finery. 
As wo entered sho arose and saluted us, and 
then returned composedly to her dressing. 
Of all the strange and ghastly sights her 
face was tbe most wonderful, as may well be 
imagined from tho way in %yhich it was pre- 
pared. First, hot wax was spread over (he 
whole face, which, when cool, was peeled 
off.. This was done to remove all the hair 
from Iho face. Then whiting was rubbed 
on till the skin looked like marble. I for 
eyebrows were painted jot black, her lips 
and a large spot on each cheek painted 
brilliant red. On these red spots, on her 
forehead, and at tho corners of her mouth 
gilt flowers wore pasted. Then cm-r fhe

face 
powdered 
sugar had boon 


snapped, which made it Hparldc with dia- 
mond dust. She wore pearl earring.1:, nnd 
around her neck was n fitriug of large amber 
beads, three strings of roped pearl, and :i 
curious necklace, which we- were privately 
told wau borrowed for the occasion. It 
was made of gold live pound pieces over- 
lapping each other like .scales. Tbe usual 
head-dress won covered with real artificial 
flowers. The finishing touch was put on iu 
the Hhapo of a piece of black wax heated 
over the canoon (ill very hot. made round 
and fiat, and then stuck between the eyes."
